Prifoner or priloners fhall be acquitted on account of or by reafon of any 
Informality, Error or Defea in any Indiament whereon .any Prifoner or 
Prifoners fhall be tried, no Fee whatever ffiall be paid to or prefented by 
the Grand Jury for fucli Clerk .of the Crown, Clerk of the Peace, or any

‘ “ .except the County of Dublin ; and for continuing and amending an Ad, 1 
“ intituled. An Aa for the better execution of the Law and prei'ervation 
■“ of the Peace w'ithln Counties at large,” It was thereby amongft other 
things Enaaed, That from and after the firfl day of June one thoufand 
feven hundred and ninety-fix, it flrouk! and might be lawful to and for the 
Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of the laid King- 
dom for the time bei.ng, by and with the Advice of the Privy Council, to 
.-divide each and every of the feveral Counties at large of that Kingdom, 
except the Counties of Dublin, into Two Divifions, for the purpofe of more 
-conveniently -hearing and determining of Civil Bills only, and that each or 
filch Divifions ffiould conCft of a oertaiu number of Baronies or Half 
Baronies, or both: AND whereas i-n feveral Counties in that part of the 
United Kingdom called Ireland, k has, from the local fituation and irregular
